It announced the formation of a "Voluntary 
War Contribution Fund” to which it is hoped 
British subjects will contribute to the best of| 
their ability. The British Central War Fund 
designed to help in providing ambulances, and 
comforts for the soldiers and sailors engaged 
‘in hostilities has done well, but it does not 
afford Britons an opportunity. of devoting their 
money {o things with which they have the 
certainty. that they. situated all these miles 
away from the scene of hostitities, are in fact 
‘algo striking back at the enemy. Hongkong has 
recently seen the spectacular suecess of a fund 
started by new allied newspapers, which resulted 
in moro than a million dollars being subscribed 
a fow days for the purchase of war materials, 
and particularly aeroplanes. ‘Those who sub- 
seribed have the knowledge that they have 
been helping to provide weapons, while at the 
same time their war charity funds have not 
suffered. “The Voluntary War Contribution 
Fund will be for the purpose of accumulating 
money to be forwarded to H.M. Treasury to be 
devoted to the active prosecution of the war, 
so that Britons in China, as well as Hongkong, 
will have the satisfaction of knowing that if 
they in person eannot be on the scene of action 
their money will be doing some of the good 
work which otherwise they would be perform- 
ing. Sie Archibald also referred to the War 
Savings Association. That during the last war 
amassed & (olal of one million ponds invested 
in War Loans. assisting the Allies to prosecute 
the war to a suecessful conclusion. This present 
war may not last so Jong, but there is every 
Feason to believe that Britons will respond {0

“Building Undaunted” 


‘A report on the work of the China tnland 
Mission for 1039 has been issued in the form 
of a booklet entitled “Building Undaunted,” 
Which gives one of the finest pictures of con 
Aitions in this country, naturally from the point 
fof view of the Christian’ worker, that 
hhas so far come to notice. A general Iniroduc- . 
tion gives a summary of the mission's activities 
—briet and to the point—and shows that, in 
the actual number ‘of dollars, the mission's 
income Is larger than it has ever been before, 
This fact is discounted, of course, by the general 
inerease in prices as a result of the exchange, 
the war, and the higher standards of living 
which are being introduced in all parts of this 
rapidly changing land. In spite of all the other 
calls on the purses of the people of the world, 
{the support for. the mission's work by. the 
western nations hay been maintained, even in= 
lereased—a sign which must be most encouraging 
to members of the mission, especially since one 
of the principles of the ‘mission forbids any 
solicitation for funds, The report is divided into 
five main sections, dealing with “treo” China, 
“occupied” China, ‘General, Medical Work, and 
ja conclusion by the Rev. G. W. Gibb, General 
Director of the mission, on “Facing the Future.” 
Different features of the work in the interior 
fare described by various members of the mis- 
sion of a number of different nationalities. The 
Fesull is an interesting review of the progress 
‘made; the dullness “and customary. statistical 
fables of an annual ‘report belng avoided. It 
is also to be noted that little emphasis Is laid

“Comfort and Inspiration” 


One effect of the war in Europe has been an 
inereased demand for the Holy Scriptures, not 
only among the fighting forces but also among 
civilians working on the home fronts. This fact 
fs brought out in the annual report for last 
year of the National Bible Society of Scotland, 
Which has been published under the title of 
“Comfort and Inspiration,” and covers fully the 
work of the society in the many different coun 
trios in which it has branches, A generation azo 
nearly every British mother’ would have pr 
sented a copy of the Bible or the New Test 
ment to her son when he went to join the army, 
but the report reveals that this js not now the 
case, in spite of the fact that the nen in all 
the ‘services have proved willing and anxious 
to possess copies. The society has undertaken 
to distribute large numbers of copies of the 
Holy Scriptures among the fighting, forces, and 
fan appeal has been issued for £0,000, which 
is the initial outlay required for the purpose. 
Among many of the contributors to- this. fund 
hhave been men who have themselves received 
Kift copies of the Scriptures, who have by 
means of donations within their means ex- 
pressed thelr appreciation of the society's 
thought and action, No better testimony to 
the real value of the gifts could be given than 
this, Commanding officers of units which 
received free copies of the Seriplures have 
written Jelters of thanks and appreciation of 
the work of the society, from the navy, the 
army and the Royal Air Force. ‘This distribu- 
tion has not been confined to the forces at 
Home, but while the fighting was continuing in 
France and Belgium, large mumbers of Bibl 
and ‘Testaments were distributed, According to 
the report, copies have also been distributed 
among the’ forces in the Far Enst. While beinyt 
thus active in Europe, the society has at the 
same time been carrying on its work in Ch 
in spite of increased diffeulties on account of 
the Sino-Japanese war.

Groat Britain must not give in’to 
Japan's request for blockadkog 
Burma’ and her answer to Japan 
‘will be the “last test” of her triend~ 
ship with China, “If she surrenders 
to Japan she will suffer the loss of 
dignity and lay down her arms in 
the Far East, but it will not affect 
China, ‘The withdrawal of women 
and children from Hongkong may 
Indicate that she wilt turn down the 
Japanese request, but there must be 
3 prompt elariAcation of the altua- 
on. 
‘These are the opinions expressed 
by the “Chinese “American Daily 
one of the most popular 
yese dailies here in a long edi- 
1 entitled "Hongkong Withdraws 
mn” Tt is. stated 
that tension in the Colony will de~ 
elde the future policy of Great 
Britain, for it is not merely a matter 
of safely of Hongkong itself but it 
goncerns British Interests in the Par 
East and future destiny of the Bi 
tish empire, The withdrawal at least 
Indicates that Britain will not, give 
in lightly. Hongkong is the first de> 
fenco line of Great Britain in the 
Far East andl if she capitulates in face 
of threat, the results will be intole 
fable, the paper belleves. 


Final ‘Test 

“Speaking from the viewpoint of 
Sino-British relations, the Hongkong 
incident is also the last test of friend 
ship of the two countries, ‘To put it 
more plainly, the question of whe- 
ther or not Great Britain will cul- 
tivate Jasling friendship with China 
will depend on the British reply to 























Japan,” it is explained. France has 
lost Chinese friendship by closing 
trae through Indo-China, but if 


Britain also surrenders, the Chinese 
will be even more indignant than 
they were during the French act of| 
conciliation. Although they have re- 
peatedly “excused the British in the 
past” during "“diMeulties” undergone 
by the latter, they will not do so 
this time, the paper asserts, 
Concluding, the paper expresses 
the hope that Great Britain will turn 
down the Japanese request, os the 
evacuation "indicates, saying that 
although the situation in.

Indo-China, Hongkong, 


N.E.L, Invasion Unseen 


Hongkong, June 27. 
Japan will confine her warlike 
operations around French Indo-China| 
‘ond Hongkong to a land and naval| 
Blockade directed primarily against | 
the Chungking Government and will 
not invade the Netherlands East Indies 
at any. carly date, authoritative 
‘quarters believed here today. Develop- 
ments which led observers here to 
believe that Japan is planning no| 
immediate invasion of foreign terri- 
tory outside China were these: 
‘Semi-oMeial reports from Japan 
said the Japanese “Inner Cabinet” 
had. decided that Japan's foreign 
policy should “seek to obtain 
8 better understanding with Germany 
‘and Italy regarding Japan's position 
in East Asia.” ‘This report was re- 
garded as an admission that Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler has not given 
Japan a free hand to proceed against, 
‘Allied territorial possessions in the 


Far East. 

Reports from Bordeaux sald the 
Petain Government, which is under 
the control of Germany, had appointed. 
a new governor -general for Indo- 
China. The appointment was be- 
Hieved to have been directed by! 
Germany and was seen as another 
Indication that Chaneellor Hitler does| 
not intend to sce France's Far Eastern 
possessions fall into Japanese hands. 

Diplomatic, Not Military 

Semi-oMeial Tokyo reports which 
outlined Japan's new foreign policy 
‘clearly indicated that a period ‘sf in- 
{tensive diplomatic, rather than mili. 
tary, activity is impending and will 
involve Britain and France as well as 
Germany and Maly, The new foreign. 
policy -reiterates that Japan's main 
‘objective is the hasty termination of 
‘the Sino-Japanese war, presumably 
through such measures as the culting 
‘off of all supply routes to Chungking 
‘through foreign territory. 

‘Tokyo reports said Japan would 
soon send a diplomat of ambassadorial 
rank to the Netherlands East Indies, 
presumably to negotiate a favourable 
trade agreement. Observers here 
believed the East Indies are prepared, 
to offer Japan a trade agreement that| 
will guarantee Japan the supplies she 
desires from the Indies without the 
necessity of a costly military invasion. 
Chancellor Hitler, i was believed, 
would be even less likely to approve 
Ja Japanese invasion of the East 
Indies than of Indo-China. 

In the absence of any rapproche- 
ment between Russia and Japan, it 
pointed out, any Japanese mili- 
tary adventure ‘in the south at the 
present time would leave Japan open 
fo attack from the rear by Russia. 

Sino-Japanese War 

Even a more radical Japanese 
government than the present ‘Tokyo 
regime probably would hesitate to 
ignore the present obstacles to south- 
fern aggression, it was believed here. 
‘Such a campaign not only would meet 
‘with opposition from the Democracies, 
Including the United States, but also| 
would meet the disapproval of Ger- 
many, Italy and probably Russia, 
leaving Japan friendless. 

‘The major Japanese objective, it 
is believed, is still to settle the Sino- 
[Japanese war. ‘The present Japanese 














operations around Hongkong and, 
Indo-China, it is believed, in reality 
fare directéd against the ‘Chungking 


Government—despite the menace the 
British and French may feel from the 
‘nearness of the Japanese troops and. 
warships. 

Japan, it was emphasized, cannot 
ignore the role Russia might play in| 
northern Asia as soon as Japan be- 
comes involved in the south—or even| 
sooner if Japan's tightening strangle 
hold on Chungking forees the Chinese 
to accept “total” Russian aid on 
Russia's own terms. 

‘While a Russo-Japanese rapproche- 
ment similar to the Hitler-Stalin non- 
aggression agreement might be as big 
a bombshell in the Far East as was 
the. Nazi-Communist rapprochement 
in Burope, thus far there has been| 
nothing conerete to indicate that 
‘Moscow is listening to Japan's over- 
tures. 

Isolated Success 

Tokyo officials, it was recalled, 
‘warned the Japanese people a few 
weeks ago that the Russo-Japanese 
border agreement at Nomonhan was 
merely an isolated success in efforts 
to seltle many thorny and more vital 
Russo-Japanese problems, and conse- 
quently did not call for too much

After one year and’ one week 
exactly, the blockade of the British

has come to an end. It has probably 
Jdone more harm to the trade of this 
port than any other disaster that hag 
overtaken it during its 90 years of 
existence; and not only “to for 
feign and Chinese business, but in less 
egree to that of the Japanese them= 
selves. 

Early on June 20, the folowing

Up to the very last moment the 
foreign community here received the 
news with the utmost scepticism, It 
was thought too good to be true. 
Although it ‘was known that an 
agreement had been come to and 
signed at Tokyo between the British 
‘end Japanese governments on the 
silver question and other points at 
issue, we had been told so often: 
idecd oMcers of the North China 
Garrison had repeatedly sald so 
themselves—that any agreement 
arrived at at ‘Tokyo “would not 
necessarily mean the lifting of the 
barriers, which was purely a military 
‘question, that nobody expected the 
‘agreement to bring any relief to the 
beleaguered Concessions. It, there- 
fore, came as a very pleasant surprise 
that, for once, the pessimists were

Certain Amount of Ceremony 
‘The Ufting of the barriers round 
the Concessions was carried out with 
@ certain amount of ceremony by the 
North China Army authorities, 

General Homma, commanding the 
Japanese garrison’ at Tientsin,  pro- 
jeveded first to a Japanese shrine 
Where a short ceremony took place, 
‘and from there to the barrier at 
Asahi Road, leading from the Japan~ 
ese Concession, Here a detachment 
of Japanese troops was drawn up 
facing cast (in the direction of the 
Imperial Palace). Led by the generat 
they bowed several times, after which 
the proclamation removing the 
restrictions was read out first in 
Japanese and thon in Chinese, 

‘A huge crowd of Chinese sightseors 
had gathered to walch the proceed- 
ings. “At 6 pm. to tho second, the 
barriers were ren:oved amid the loud 
applause of the smiling and cheerfut 
crowd, which immediately afterwards 
poured through the opening in both 
Girections, ‘Thousands of | Chinese 
who had jobs in the Concessions and 
who in consequence of the blockade 
had been obliged for months to live 
Jon the premises where they worked, 
‘seized this opportunity to visit their 
families in the Chinese city. It was 
worthy of note that the large crowd 
‘of Japanese civilians who had als 
turned up to watch the proceedings 
seemed to be as pleased as anyone 
at the turn of events, 

Even the slightly ominous remarks 
of a Japanese military spokesman 
have failed to damp enthusiasm, who 
said that “the “Army will closely 
follow the development of conditions 
in the Concessions, and it might 
necessitate the resumption of trafic 
restrictions, should the signs indicate 
the imperative need for such action.” 

‘Against this stands the fact that the 
JJopanese military authorities have 
withdrawn the ban on Japanese 
nationals residing or trading in the 
foreign Concessions. This has been 
received with the greatest satisfaction 
by the Japanese community. Japan 
jese shipping offlees have already 
reopened thelr premises therein, and 
other firms are rapidly following suit. 

‘This permission is taken by most 
observers to indicate that, whatever 
other future troubles may’still be in 
store for the British and French Con- 
cession, any future retaliatory. 
‘measures are, at least, not likely to 
lake the form of these barriers again, 
as this particular form of restriction 
Mas hit the  Japaneae business 
interests as badly as any. * 

‘The removal of the barriers and of 
‘all the other restrictions, quite partl- 
ularly those affecting the movement 
of .cargo, is expected to lead to a 
marked improvement in the trade of 
this port, which during the past year 
has, in ‘consequence of these same 
restrictions, suffered a disustrous 
Gecline, But, although for the 
moment normal conditions have been 
restored, and the foreign communities 
at Tienisin are breathing sighs of 
relief, and are joyfully celebrating 
the “end of the siege,” more cautious 
‘observers are inelined to believe that 
the relief is likely to be only of a

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‘THE ATTACK ON BRITAIN 
June 26. 


With the signing of the Franco-Italian’ 
armistice fighting in France has ceased, Herr 
Hitler has given thanks to that Almighty 
who his cult refuses to accept, flags are to be 
flown for ten days and the church bells to be 
rung for seven. Perhaps, too, solemn rejoicings 
in Italy will mark this further suecess of the 
forces of evil, ‘To war torn Franee will come 
4 cessation of the sufferings to which she was] 
subjected, and while most Frenchmen stand 
dismayed’ at the manner in which this 
armistice has been negotiated, and the enor~ 
mous sacrifices which have been demanded, 
‘and agreed to, their fellows in other parts 
of the world are not only anxious to continue 
the struggle but are making a splendid re- 
sponse to General de Gaulle’s appeal for 
loyalty to the Allied cause. The terms of the 
Franco-Italian armistice have not yet been 
divulged. It is stated that they will not be 
for another two days, but it is inconceivable 
that they are any lighter than those which 
were imposed by Germany, with the prob- 
ability that Italy has already made territorial 
demands, which so far as Germany is con- 
cerned have been allowed to be kept in 
abeyance until peace comes to be negotiated. 
‘That is, perhaps, after all the wisest cours 
for, were they to be announced now before! 
the war is ended, the peace, which the Allies] 
‘¢ determined shall be dictated by them, 
might make present ambitions appear in a 
somewhat peculiar light., Fighting on the 
continent of Europe from a purely military 
point of view has thus for the moment ter~ 
minated, and it Is already announced that 
Italy will combine with Germany for an at- 
tack on the British Isles, Admiral von 
Racder is reported to have inspected the Ger 
‘man naval and shipping units at the Ger 
man, Netherlands, Belgian and French Chan- 
nel ports preparatory to the onslaught upon 
the British Isles, and to all intents and pur- 
poses it would ‘now seem that the scheme: 
which the enemy has in mind is extensive: 
air-ralds by the German and Malian air 
forces, and an attempt to land an expedi- 
tionary force somewhere on the British 
coast. To these endeavours it is expected 
that large numbers of men will be landed in 
Britain cither from transport planes or by 
means of parachutes, 

IL is probable that the enemy will attempt 
the last named on a scale hitherto unknown 
in this present war, but the British Govern- 
ment has made dispositions best. calculated 
to deal with that particular menace without 
malting any very great demands upon the 
regular armies which are ready to meet the 
invadors: in numbers far superior to anything 
which they can hope to throw across the ses 
‘The investigations, arrests and internments, 
which the British authorities have made dur= 
ing the past few weeks, should yo a long 
way to ensuring that the danger from fifth 



































column activities has been reduced to 9 
minimum, and it is unlikely that they will 
play so important a part in the British Isles 


as they did in Holland, and Belgium, and 
latterly in France, where it appears that such 
activities kept the German air force continu- 
ally apprised of the whereabouts of the Bri- 
tish “headquarters which was frequently 
bombed.

Tt may be that Britons 
will have a somewhat grim time until supi 
fority in the air has been secured by. thei 
air foree, but there is no reason whatever 
to believe that their air force will not be 
able to give a good account of itself ov 

Britain, and also by way of retaliation over 
Germany. With the warnings which the 
Germans by their announcements have given 
as to their intentions it should be the fixed 
determination of the British Government that 
what the people of Britain may have to suffer: 
shall be repaid in precisely the same man- 
ner, that if the enemy cannot, or will not 
observe the common decencies of war, there 
shall be no restraint placed upon those who| 
otherwise would behave quite differently.

‘There should be no shilly-shallying about | 
it, If British women, and children are to 
bbe slaughtered, or maimed by the indiscri- 
‘minate bombing of the enemy, the same treat-| 
ment should be meted out to their own women 
and children. Let it be an eye for an eye,| 
and a tooth for a tooth as long as the enemy 
wishes it, or until the blockade has consider~ 

It is 
not to be believed for one moment that Mr. 
Churchill will hesitate to adopt some such 
policy, and thus carry home to the German 
people themselves the iniquities which Herr 
Hitler, and his accomplices contemplate per- 
petrating over Great Britain as they have 
done in the Low Countries and in France. 
f the invasion by sea much has already been 
written to show that there is every possible 
factor operating against the likelihood of 
the enemy being able to land sufficient troops 
in Britain to stand up against the imposing 
forees which are ready to meet them. The 
large amount of shipping required to trans- 
port even the most modest army, as it has 
already been pointed out, would present the| 
easiest target for the surface boats which 
Britain can mobilize to mect any such threat, 
‘and while the Germans may think they stand 
some chance of crossing the Channel under 
artillery fire, it is also a fact that the convoys | 
would in their turn have to cross under a 
similar fire from the British coast, and that 
from guns out of range of the Germans. 
‘There is, therefore, every reason to regard 
this threat to the ‘British coasts with quiet 
confidence. Every day which passes digs 
deeper and deeper into the enemy resources. 
‘These latter have undoubtedly to some ul 
known extent been replenished by the 
‘material secured in France. That, however, 
Herr Hitler appears to have contemplated in 
the prosecution of his famous timetable, 80 
that from that point of view he is just as| 
near the exhaustion of his war materials as: 
he reckoned he would be. They are still 
limited by the fact of the blockade, and by’ 
holding out until after the date fixed by der’ 
Fuchrer for the termination of the war, 
namely August 15, Great Britain and her: 
Allies will have broken the tradition of his 
invincibility and have set themselves upon 
the path which will lead to victory. 











REPUBLICAN CONVENTION 
June 27. 


‘The U.S. Republican Convention, which 
‘opened at Philadelphia this week, appears to 
be running true to form, and though it was 
originally stated that no fewer than twelve 
entrants for nomination as candidates for 
the presidential election were originally put 
forward, the latest reports suggest that, at 
any rate for the moment, the tussle for pref 
erence is between former President Hoover, 
and Senator Robert A. Tatt, of Ohio, That 
does not necessarily mean that either of these 
‘two will ultimately become the Republican’ 
nomination as presidential candidate, for if 
‘the supporters of the two men arrive at a. 
deadlock in which neither of them will give 
way, there is always the possibility of some| 
“dark horse” eventually securing the nomina-| 
tion. ‘That has happened in the past and a 
compromise candidate has been resorted to| 
fo solve the impasse. Thus it is interesting 
to note that at least one. United Sta 
zine regards Mr. Wendell Wilkic as the 
leading compromise candidate, and the “dark 
to wateh, despite the faet that he was 
originally a Democrat and only swung over| 
to the Republicans in 1936. Roughly speak- 
ing the system of selecting the party's pre- 
sidential candidate is by ballot. If no can- 
didate gets a majority on the first ballot, 
each candidate must show in the succecding 
ballots an inerease to prove that he is ai 
ing strength. Otherwise he must drop out. 
‘The Republicans in fourteen of twenty-one 
conventions have nominated their presiden- 
tial candidate on the first ballot. The Demo- 
rats usually take longer, but they established 
their record when, in 1924, in New York 
City, 100 ballots were necessary before a de- 
cision was reached. The statement in the cable 
Published yesterday, that the above-mentioned 
sandidates took the lead over all other Re- 
publican aspirants, did not_ mean that they’ 
had secured anything in the nature of majori- 
fies, but that amongst the dozen entrants: 
they were controlling the greatest individual| 
support. By the time these lines appear in. 
print the presidential candidate may have 
been selected, but, if he has not, further bal- 
lols will be necessary until either one of the| 
Present apparent favourites gains the day, 
or the votes for other candidates, who have 
been dropped out after each ballot, shall 
have become suflicient to secure the nomina- 
tion of the compromise candidate. 

‘The attitude of the Republican Party to- 
wards President Roosevelt, and the Democra- 
tic party, was clearly ‘developed in the 
speech of Mr. Harold Stassen, Governor of 
Minnesota, in the keynote speech of the Con- 
vention. it follows along completely party 
lines, and embodies precisely those criticisms. 
of President Roosevelt and his policy which 
were to be expected. Mr. Stassen charged 
the New Deal with neglect of national de- 
fence during the past seven years, while “the 
black shadow of despotism” spread over the! 
carth. As a piece of political rhetoric it may. 
sound all very well, but who was 10° realize 
seven years ago, when Herr Hitler had but 
reached office, that he was to forge Germany 







































into the menace which now threatens the| 
peace and security of the whole world? And 





if anyone had realized it, what earthly chance 
would he have had of ‘convineing a world, 
unwilling to be convinced, that such was in 
fact the case? It may safely be said that it 
‘was not until the commencement of the past 
nine months that it was possible for the best 
informed American statesman to have had 
the slightest chance of awakening his coun- 
trymen to the dangers latent in the situation, 
If it was so difficult to arouse the public of 
Great Britain and France to the menace 
which was developing at their very door- 
steps, how much more so would it have been 
to awaken the people of the United States 
to whom the developments in Europe until 
a very short while ago were of the merest 
academic interest? There is nothing in the 
past record of the Republicans to suggest 
that they would have been any the wiser 
than President Roosevelt, and the Democrats 
are alleged to have been, and while Mr. 
Stassen’s charges may be effective platform| 
oratory there is nothing in the history of the| 
last seven years to indicate that they in 
‘any way amount to charges which will re- 
ceive the favourable verdict of history. 
Indeed the general tenor of Mr. Stassen's 
address may with justice be held to have 
amounted to a declaration of how much bet~ 
ter the Republican Party would have handled 
things as compared with the alleged ineffi- 
ciency of the Democrats. 

The committee responsible for drafting the’ 
platform on which the Republicans will go to 
the country at the presidential election, will 
find considerable difMiculty in finding ‘one 
which after all is not in the main just as ac~ 
ceptable to the opposing party. Apart from 
the apparent tendency to accuse the Demoer: 
tie administration of negligence, ignorance 
and of drift towards war, the recommenda-_ 
tions which the drafting ‘committee are re- 
ported to have put forward up to the pre- 
‘sent are acceptable to voters of either political 
‘aMiliation, and probably that large section of 
the electorate which at present stands com- 
mitted to neither side. Thus the platform 
in general tends to advocate improvement of 
the New Deal, rather than to repeal it, It 
is condemned because it failed to secure’ 
adequate national defences, while President| 
Roosevelt has been criticized for the “‘pro- 
vocative” statements which he has made on| 
international affairs, on the ground that they 
tended to involve the United States in the 
war. It is difficult for an outsider to under 
stand exactly why he should so be condem- 
ned, for he did no more than did His Holiness 
the Pope is secking to prevent the unleash-| 
ing of forces that have struck such a blow’ 
in Europe, which did necessitate a fair de- 
gree of outspokenness. ‘The Republican plat- 
form would appear to be going just as far 
in the tentative paragraph calling for peace| 
with preparedness and pledging aid to “op- 
pressed peoples” who are seeking liberty by 
resisting aggression. On the balance of the 
reports, which have come to hand up to the 
Present, it seems as if the platform of the 
two parties will so closely approximate each 
other, that the way in which the electorate 
will Vote may depend more upon the ques- 
tion of the personalities of the candidates: 
than ever before. That may have a pro- 
found effect upon President Roosevelt in 
making his final decision regarding his 
candidature for a third term of office, for if 
there is so little to choose between the party 
platforms ‘as there appears at present the 
personalities of the two main opponents may 
in the long run play a decisive part, 

















AN IMPORTANT ISSUE

Two of the most important questions of 
local concern, which have come prominently. 
to the fore recently, relate to the request for 
the return to the ‘Municipality of Greater 
‘Shanghai of the records of the Chinese Land 
Office, deposited with the Shanghai Municipal 
Council by Mayor Wu Teh-chen, on the out- 
break of the Sino-Japanese hostilities in 1937, 
and the ultimate fate of the Chinese Courts 
in the International Settlement and the 
French Concession. As far back as July 22, 
1938, this journal, commenting on the form« 
wrote 
Another hindrance to the land market is 
the fact that the Chinese Land Office has 
ceased to function. The issue of title deeds is 
out of the question, but with the co-oper- 
ation of consular officials it has been found 
Possible to devise 2 scheme for carrying on. 
‘The reestablishment of an official land ofice 
is a prime need, and it is hoped that, once 
Rormality has been restored, it will be pos 
sible speedily’ to erect the necessary mar hi 
ery, with, it is hoped, many of the disadvan 
ages eliminated. 
That was written while there was still a 
certain degree of insecurity around Shanghai, 
and recognized that the situation in the en-. 
virons of Shanghai was still abnormal. In| 
October of the same year, however, Mr. Fu 
Siao-en becatne Mayor of Greater Shanghai, 
‘and there can be no gainsaying the fact that, 
uring the past year and three-quarters, con 
tions have improved to such a degree that 
it can be said without fear of contradiction’ 
the situation is as normal as can reasonably’ 
be expected. ‘There cannot be_the slightest. 
criticism of the Shanghai Municipal Council 
in accepting the responsibility for the safe! 












































custody of the records of the Chinese Land 
Office. ‘To have left them on the scene of! 
hostilities would have led to their dispersal 
to the four winds, resulting in a perfectly 
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chaotic state in the land market outside the 
foreign areas. It was an act of prudence and 
neutrality. Conditions since the Council ac~ 
cepted that responsibility have very materi- 

ly changed. It is desirable that this should 
bbe recognized, and the de facto government, 
administering’ the affairs of the environs of 
this port, given’ every facility for carrying 
‘out their functions. 

‘Matters such as this have to be considered 
in a purely realistic light. It docs not mat- 
ter where sympathies may lie in the issue 
between China and Japan ; problems such as 
these have to be ficed squarely in view of 
existing conditions. “It is a fact that the fat 
of the Chinese National Government at 
Chungking does not run in this area. It is 
consequently unable to funetion, and it is 
absurd to contend that the whole life of this 
istrict should remain in a state of suspen- 
sion while history decides what is to be the 
outcome of the present struggie. Yet that 
‘must be the case unless all co-operation pos- 
sible is afforded the de facto authorities who 
are seeking to improve the fortunes of 
Shanghai and its surroundings. "The case, 
therefore, for the return of these documents 
to the Municipality of Greater ‘Shanghai is. 
a strong one, for that municipality is endeav- 
curing to carry on just as are those of the 
foreign areas, It is necessary that that point 
should be stressed. An endeavour has been 
made during Mr. Fu Sino-en’s mayoralty to 
improve relationships between the Interna~ 
tional Settlement and the Municipality of 
Greater Shangbal, and progress has been 
made, Agreement with regard to policing the 
“badlands” has been reached, though there 
appears, for some reason which has not been 
disclosed, some delay in implementing it. It 
is to be’ hoped that further progress will 
eventually lead to the formation of the new 
police force which that agzeement contem= 
plates and another imporiant issue thus got 
out of the way. 

‘The retur> of the records of the Chinese 
Land OMe, will enable the Municipality of 
Greate. Shanghai to establish adequate con- 
trot over land transactions outside the for 
‘ign areas, Consequently, to insist on retain- 
ing them in the International Settlement, 
under the safe custédy of the Munielpal 
Council, must cause no small amount of in- 
convenience to the Municipality of Greater 
Shanghai in the administration of its own 
affairs, and it is only reasonable to suggest 
that such inconvenience should be removed, 
and with it a possible cause of irritation, 
‘There is not the slightest reason for doubling 
that a newly: reconstituted Chinese Land 
Office would not prove to be equally as 
‘efficient as. its predecessor which existed 
prior to the time of the outbreak of Sino 
Japanese hostilities. It" is believed that th 
plan devised with ihe assistance of consular 
oficials has worked admirably up to. the 
present, and would probably continue to do 
0, but ‘the fact does remain that the de facto 
sovernment desires to establish a Land OMee 
of its own, and from a purely realistic point 
of view, ‘and distinct from the entirely 
doctrinaite, that desire should be gratified. 
Indeed it may be safely urged that, #0 long 
as essential rights are not involved, every= 
thing possible should be done by the respec- 
tive authorities to ensure that there shall be 
that ‘close eo-operation without whieh It Is 
not possible to improve conditions in and 
‘around Shanghai. Very slowly it is. (rue, 
but nevertheless perceptibly there has been 
improvement in the relations! 
the administrations of the foreign areas and 
their environs which this journal has heartily 
welcomed. It is highly desivable that every 
cllort should be directed towards the con- 
{inuance of that improvement, for much of 
the future of Shanghai and ‘its prosperity 
Aepencls upon it. To retain the Land OMice 
records because only the National Govern- 
‘ment at Chungking is the recognized Govern 
ment is to take a tcchnical diplomatic view 
from which there is nothing to be gained 
except inconvenienee and irritation all 
round. ‘To hand them over to the admin- 
istration of ‘ireater Shanghai isthe only 
convenient soiution of the problem which 
hhas any chance at all of being productive of 
ood results, and while it is not yet reported 
that ayreement to do so has been rexched, 
the hope may be expressed that this will 
eventually prove to be the sohition. ‘Thus 
another “important outstanding issue will 
hhave been settled and the atmosphere all 
round considerably bettered thereby. 






























































RUSSIA AND RUMANIA 
June 29, 


With the Russian ultimatum to Rumania, 
a new development is occurring in Rumania 
which might have an important bearing upon 
the future history of that country. It is not 
uninteresting, therefore, to sketch What has al- 
ready happened, especially during and since 
the last war, Upon the collapse of the Russian 
Empire, following the revolution, a “National 
‘Moldavian Committee” was formed out of 
Rumanian elements in Bessarabia—May, 
1017, In August the Ukrainian National Rada 
recognized Bessarabia as a separate Unit, 
‘The following October a Supreme Council 
for that area was set up, the various na- 

jonalities composing the ' population being 
given proportionate representation. ‘Two 
months later this body declared an independ- 
‘ent Moldavian republic and invited Rumania 
to send troops into the country for its de-

fence. ‘This was done, Rumania desiring to 
Protect the large food ‘depots which she had 
accumulated there. Russia protested and a 
state of war existed from January 28, 1918 
until March 9, when an’ agreement was 
reached that Rumania should withdraw her 
troops. ‘The following months, however, the 

* Supreme Council again voted for political 
union with Rumania, though it was specified 
that Bessarabia should retain a large degree 
of autonomy. By the Treaty of Bucharest, 
the Central Powers sanctioned this arrange” 
ment in order to compensate Rumania for her 
other losses, but the scheme was never ap- 
proved of by Russia, on the grounds that 
Rumania had not implemented her agreement 
to withdraw her troops, while the Ukrainian 
representatives on the Supreme Council had 
abstained from voting on the issue of politic~ 
al union with Rumania. When the Treaty of 
Bucharest came to be negotiated von Kuhl- 
mann advised that only economic terms be 
imposed upon Rumania, but Czerin for Aus- 
tria-Hungary took a different view, insisting 
that there should be territorial changes. The 
Dobrudja was ceded as far as the Danube, 
Bulgaria taking over the southern half which 
she had lost in 1913, while the northern half 
was to be~administered by the Quadruple 
Alliance, leaving Rumania access to the sea 
‘vin Constanza, fi 

‘The Treaty of Bucharest also provided 
that the Rumanian army should be demo- 
bilized, except for eight divisions allowed to 
exist in order to maintain order in the coun~ 
try, while the Central Powers imposed such 
terms on the Danube, in the Rumanian oll- 
fields and over the railways as would have 
placed Rumania in a state of economic 
slavery to them for years to come. ‘The terms 
of the Treaty were so severe that Averescu’s 
Cabinet hesitated to sign and eventually re~ 
signed. Czernin, however, brought such pres- 
sure to bear on the King, informing him that 
his dynasty might be imperiled if the Treaty 
‘were not signed, that a Germanophile Minis~ 
try was formed and the ‘Treaty signed on 
‘May 7, 1918, It is interesting to recall what 
happened in Rumania after that,—for the 
famous story of the German diplomat declar~ 
ing the terms were mild compared with those 
which would be offered to the rest of the 
Allies stiN1 has to be borne in mind. The 
Central Powers forced the Banque Générale 
fo issue no less than Lei 2,500,000,000 in 
paper money and completely disorganized the 
finance of the kingdom ; while its economic 
ruin was ensured by the exportation of sheep 
and cattle, the cutting down of the forests, 
‘and the dismantling of its factories. Fortun- 
ately this was not to last more than a few 
months, and on November 18, when the de~ 
feat of the Central Powers ‘was assured a 
new Cabinet was formed under General 
Coanda which repealed all the laws passed 
by the preceding ministry, the King entered 
Bucharest twelve days later after the Ger- 
mans had withdrawn in accordance with the 
terms of the armistice. Bessarabia was al- 
ready incorporated in’ the country having 
abandoned all ideas of autonomy and her 
Council voted for unconditional incorpora- 
tion on December 9, 1918. In Transylvania the 
Magyars had throughout the war ruthlessly 
‘suppressed the Rumanians who were in fact in 
the majority in the rural districts. The prisons 
were filled with suspects who were shot upon 
the slightest pretext, while a law was framed 
to expropriate in favour of alien immigrants 
the property of the widows and ehildven of 
soldiers Killed in action. 

‘Then when Vienna repudiated the Haps- 
burgs, a great Rumanian assembly at Alba 
Iulia ‘declared that henceforth ‘Transylvania, 
was apart of the kingdom of the United 
Rumanians, promising absolute national 
liberty to ‘their fellow Saxon and Magyar 
citizens. To this the Saxons adhered on 
January 21, 1919, but the Magyar bishops 
hold out until 1921 when they took the oath 
of allegiance to King Ferdinand. A general 
assembly of Rumanians in the Bukovina on 
November 28, 1918, had voted the union of 
thelr province with Rumania at_a meeting 
held at Czerowitz, In 1919 Bela Kun's 
wovernment in Hungary was not disposed to 
‘accept the Rumanian redrawing of the map, 
‘and endeavoured to fight the matter out, but 
‘against the Hungorian troops the Rumanians 
were successful, and, despite the prohibition 
of the Allies, ‘actually occupied Budapest. 
The Treaties of St. Germain and Trianon re- 
cognized as Rumanian the predominantly 
Rumanian territories of the old Dual 
‘Monarchy, with the result that the new 
Rumania which had been earved out came into| 
being, though Hungary continued to resist 
so that Rumania could not demobilize until 
April, 1921. It would seem that this action 
taken by Russia heralds the process of re~ 

+ carving Rumania. The demand for Soviet 
control of the two important ports of Con- 
stanza and Tulcea, both of which are in the 
Dobrudja would practically deprive Rumania 
of access to the sea, for with the return of 
the Dobrudja to the Bulgarians, in. favour 
of which demonstrations are being held in 
Sofla, Rumania would be left with a bare 
fifty miles of coastline between the mouth of 
‘the Danube and Bessarabia. It is only to be 
‘expected that when it suits her purpose Hun- 
gary will demand the return of Transylvania, 
so that eventually Rumania will be reduced i 
size to what she was before the last war. The 
Russian terms are not so bad as those ‘con- 
tained in the Treaty of Bucharest, but they 
are sufficiently onerous to place a great 
burden upon Rumania. What is of even 
greater importance is that Russia, timing 






































her demands well, has at last entered into} 
the Balkans in just such a manner as Italy 
especially wished to avoid. ‘There is not 
now likely to be any active resistance on the 
part of Rome for it is prooceupied with 
‘graver questions, such as how to avoid defeat 
at the hands of the Allies, and the possibility 
of the Soviet securing paramount influence 
in the Balkans is not now pne which can be 
lightly discounted, 


RUMANIA’S FUTURE 


July 1. 

While the Russian entry into Bessarabia 
hhas not yet succeeded in overrunning the 
whole area, it is certain that, before many 
days are past, the old Rumanian frontier be- 
tween the two nations will follow the course 
of the River Pruth along the River Suceava, 
and thence to the: Russian-Poland frontier. 
‘The result will be that Russia will regain 
rather more territory than she lost at the end 
Of the last war, but that is completely insignii- 
cant as compared with the psychological effect 
‘which the entry of Russia into the Balkans 
is expected to have. That has always been 
1 possibility which Signor Mussolini has re~ 
garded with the greatest distaste and the’ 
Aikelihood of the hated doctrine of Commun- 
ism being brought right up to the Ialian’ 
doorstep is something which even now he 
must look upon with more than a little un- 
‘easiness. In this connection it is important, 
to note that, if King Carol ever, had any in- 
tention of resisting Russia, he was persuaded 
not to do so by Germany, who in fact is re-| 
Ported actually to have ‘advised this sur- 
render. ‘Thus with the German desire on the] 
fone hand to keep on the right side of M. 
‘Sthlin, there is on the other complete readi-| 
ness to acquiesce in a development which, to 
put it quite bluntly, amounts to a betrayal 
of Germany's ally fighting by her side. Italy 
thus gets another bad deal at Herr Hitler's 
hands, and the only conclusion to be drawn 
is that Der Fuhrer has so completely con- 
vineed Signor Mussolini of the inevitability 
of an Axis vietory,—an astonishing example] 
of how these diclators delude themselves, 
‘and that promises of advantages elsewhere 
hhave been made to induce Rome to accept} 
this latest blow to her influence in the Bal~ 
Kans. ‘Thus the occupation of Bessarabia 
with the consent, and actual assistance of 
Germany presents Italy with un fait accompli 
wholly in accord with Herr Hitler's custom- 
ary proceedings, and there is at present, and 
probably for all time to come, nothing which 
Maly can do but philosophically accept the 
situation. 

But there are other demands which are to 
be made upon Rumania. Yugo-Slavia wants 
the return of that portion of the Banat which 
‘was taken from her, after the last war. Hun- 
gary desires the ‘return of Transylvania 
which she lost at the same time, while Bul- 
garia is anxious to regain the ‘Dobrudja,— 
three territorial demands which if met would 
have the effect of reducing Rumania to the 
‘area she possessed some twenty-six years 
‘ago, ‘The possibility of such demands being 
made affords King Carol considerable anxiety. 
‘and it is reported that he is in Rome seeking. 
to obtain Italy's backing against Hungary: 
and Bulgaria. At the same time there are 
strong indications that both Germany and) 
Italy are doing their uimost to restrain those 
‘two countries pending further exchanges be- 
tween Berlin, Rome and Bucharest on the| 
subject, in an endeavour to persuade them 
to postpone their demands until after the 
expected defeat of Britain. Obviously a 
flare-up in the Balkans is the last thing the 
enemy would want at this juncture, for not 
‘only would it delay the expected campaign 
against Great Britain, but would have the 
result of closing the Balkans as a source of 
‘supply of materials which go some small dis~ 
tance to fill German and Malian needs. A 
peaceful Balkan Peninsula is absolutely 
essential to the enemy, and as they cannot 
make any offers to King Carol to compensate 
him for whatever losses he may expect 10 
suffer, the only course open to them is to seek 
to restrain the impatience of the smaller’ 
states who wish to see the old frontiers re- 
stored. Whether Italy and Germany can 
succeed in this remains to be scen, for both 
Hungary and Bulgaria will very ‘ naturally) 
‘ask why, if Russia is allowed to do what she 
has done, they should not also be permitted 
to take whatever action is necessary to satisty 
their claims. ‘There undoubtedly appears to} 
be some sort of justice in such a contention, 
but whether Italy, or Germany will be much 
concerned with that aspeet of the matter is 
to be doubted. The territorial desires of 
Russia is one thing but those of smaller and 
‘comparatively unimportant states are birds 
of an entirely different plumage. 

It is not to be expected that the Allies will 
ake any action in the Balkans, even if war 
broke out there. ‘The collapse of France, 
and the decision of General Mittelhauser, the 
French commander-in-chief in Syria, 10 
remain loyal to the Bordeaux Government 
renders action by the British forces in the 
Near East completely out of the question, 
‘They are not substantial enough by them- 
[selves to have any decisive effect in any such 
struggle, and it is to be expected that they’ 
will remain completely on the defensive, un- 
less the trend of events obliges Turkey to re- 
sort to arms. ‘They might, should Italy de- 
cide to attack Egypt, even be transferred 























from Palestine to reinforce British troops so 
‘menaced, but any idea of active intervention 


in the Balkans seems at any rate for the 
moment completely out of the question. There 
is yet one other development which may} 
occur. It has been suggested from time tol 
time “that Germany might make a dash 
through Hungary with the latter's consent, 








1g control of thi 
Rumanian oilfields. That is something which 
hhas been recognized ever since the commence 
ment of the war, and whether King Carol 
would in that event order the destruction of| 
the fields is something which is open to doubt. 
Nis position and that of his country 
unenviable one. He has sought to maintain a 
sort of precarious neutrality ever since hos- 
tilities commenced, but there is not the slight 
est doubt that the future of his country and 
his dynasty depends not only upon how he! 
faces up to the demands which are to be 
made upon him, and, of course, the final 
Gutcome of the war. A victory by the Axis 
Powers would in all probability lead to the 
Gissppearance of Rumania from the map and 
‘inclusion in a German hegemony over the 
Balkans, and it.sherefore follows that only 
in an Allied vietory can there be any pos- 
sibility for the survival of Rumania as an 
independent, free state. 


























HONGKONG BLOCKADE 


July 2. 

The proposed blockade of Hongkong by 
the Japanese forces for the alleged purpose 
of preventing the supply of war material to 
Chiang Kai-shek either from Hongkong itself, 
or along the Burma Road, is to be taken as 
another of those drastic ‘steps designed by 
‘the Japanese Government to put an early 
end to Sino-Japanese hostilities, That has 
been the declared objective of every Japanese: 
Cabinet which has come into power since 
July, 1937, and practically every one of them! 
was ‘forced to resign because of failure to 
achieve that end. Now in Japan, there is 
srowing criticism of Admiral Yonai, because 
Of his failure up to the present to attain the 
same much desired result, and the latest! 
developments are undoubtedly inspired by. 
8 desire to put an end to a struggle which 
has proved far more costly to Japan than 
was expected when hostilities first began. 
Hence the demands made upon the govern- 
ment of Indo-China that passaye of war 
material through the French colony should 
be stopped, and the agreement of the latter 
to those ‘requests. ‘The closing of that 
Particular route now leaves but three open, 
through Hongkong, along the Burma 
Road, and from Russia. It is impossible to) 
disassociate the case of Hongkong from that 
of Burma, for the pressure which is being 
brought to bear upon the former is calculated 
to produce results in connection with the) 
latter. It has been clearly stated by the 
Hongkong officials that there is no. war' 
material going into China from the Colony. 
It is difficult indeed to understand why that 
statement ‘cannot be accepted at its facc| 
value, for it must be apparent that the only) 
places reachable from Hongkong are already) 
in Japanese control, and when it is stated 
that the only goods trickling into Kwangtung, 
consist of Kerosene, foodstuils and the like, 
it is a matter which the Japanese can easily. 
check for themselves, showing how ludicrous 
it would be for Hongkong officials to make 
such a statement which the Japanese are in a 
position quickly to refute. The faet that they 
have not done so is eloquent. 

‘While it may have been true that consider 
able war supplies have been reaching 
Chungking in the past, it is obvious that this 
has not “been the case for some time, 
Since the European war commenced Great 
Britain has most certainly not been in the 
‘arms market as a vendor. Indeed the boot 
is on the other foot, and she has become! 
the largest purchaser of arms and war} 

material the world has ever scen. ‘That in 
itself has had the effect of reducing the 
market available to Chungking. It is con= 
sequently reasonable to assume that Chung- 
king is receiving far less material assistance 
now than at any time since the commence- 
‘ment of this undeclared war. It is not neces- 
sary here to consider the legality of the 
British position save to emphasize that what 
hhas been done was at all times perfectly 
proper, and that, except on the score of 
inconvenience, Japan has no grounds what-| 
‘ever for adopting the policy she apparently 
has. Of the neutrality of Great Britai 
there is not the slightest basis for criticism, 

ind the whole issue of the attempt to blockad 
the Burma Road by remote control 
Hongkong assumes a far graver aspect. 
What is becoming increasingly clear is that 
in Japan pro-Axis extremists are becoming. 
‘more influential, and there is to be noticed: 
@ growing danger that Japan may sooner’ 
or later be induced to back the wrong horse 
in the European conflict, by departing £\ 
that policy of non-involvement upon. which 
successive Cabinets have so insistently 
dwelt, Such a devarture would indeed be 
shortsighted, the longer view being at such’ 
@ juncture as this that Japan can afford to! 
her time, and that instead of taking 
action calculated to disturb the status quo in 
the Far East she should at the moment bend 
every effort towards its maintenance. It may 
with complete certainty be urged that what- 
ever unilateral settlements of Far Eastern 
issues the Japanese Government may effeet 
































cannot, and not be regarded by the 
other Powers as anything but temporary, a 
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fact which even extremists in Japan would 
do well to remember. 

Instead of this unnecessary display of foree 
which it is to be regretted the Japanese 
Cabinet has adopted, it should surely be 
possible to settle this particular issue by more 
‘acceptable means. Great Britain has assured 
Japan that Chungking is not reeciving war 
Merial along the Burma Road. ‘The world 
situation being what it is, there is every 
reason to beliove that this assurance is true 
in substance and in fact, for'there is now no 
souree from which Chungking can hope to 
obtain munitios and material except from 
Russia. In the rest of the world market 
Great Britain is the largest customer, and 
she is most certainly not doing anything to 

ish her own resources by selling to 
Chungking. ‘These are facts which are easily 
checked, and it should be possible for Japan 
to verify them without doing anything to 
impmir_the relations between herself “and 
Great Britain, It is indeed unfortunate that 
Tokyo's reaction to the reply from London 
stating that its demands were of such im= 
portance that some little time would be neces~ 
sary for thelr study, should have been the 
display of considerable impatience, ‘That in 
itself tends to worsen the atmosphere. The 
British Empire, it must be remembered, has. 
not been beaten in Europe. ‘The prospects 
are that it never will be. For that reason 
it is necessary that the pro-Axis extremists in 
Japan should moderate their views. Attempts 
fo embarrass the British Empire at such a 
time #8 this do in fact mean a departure 
from the policy of non-involvement which 
the Japanese have consistently declared, and 
amount to assistance for the Axis Powers 
for which Japan cannot hope to reap any 
reward whatever. It has always to be re~ 
membered that the declared poliey of the 
Germans is world,—not European—domina~ 
tion, The activities of the Nazi fifth column 
in so many parts of the world clearly prove 
thot to be the case, and it is not to be 
believed for one moment that, if they. were 
{o succeed in Europe and the Americas, Japan 
would go seatheless. So powerful an’ econo~ 
mic competitor as Japan would not for very 
Jong be tolerated by a nation which pat~ 
ronizingly denominates the Japanese as 
“honorary Aryans.” 
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Landings in France 


‘The daring landing of British soldiers and 
marines at several points on the Fronch coast, 
which took the Germans ‘completely by. sur- 
prise and caused thom a number of casualties, 

is greatly heartened the Empive, Much valu: 
able information has been oblained and it ean 
be taken (or granted that all the German stores 
which could ‘be got at were destroyed. Tt was 
pointed out in these columns a few days ago 
‘that the tong coastline now possessed by Hitler, 
from the Finnish border to Spain, has given 
‘him a much better’ chanee to harass British 
shipping and has increased the burdens of the 
British navy considerably. “These landings, 
however, serve to show up the other side of the 
picture. Hitler may ‘have gained great advant= 
fages by his expansion, but he has also sreally. 

sreased his responsibilities in the defence of 
this huge territory. ‘The possibility of sudden 
British raids into his lines being made at any 
moment will force him to Keep large numbers 
of men constantly on the watch, He will never 
know where or when another’ series of ‘yalds 
‘might be made, and his troops will be kept In. 
suspense and sifor fyom the exasperating feel- 
ing that they cannot hit back, For command of 
‘the sea is necessary if such raids are to be 
carried out on the English coast, and the Nazis 
fare very far from possessing anything of the 
sort, ‘The falseness ‘of Hitler's boast that, by 
the occupation ‘of the French coast, he’ has 
closed the English Channel is also exposed by 
the hardy raiders, who were able to land right 
lunder the noses of the most powerful army in 
the world, do what they eame to do, and get 
away again without losing a man, Does this 
Jargue command of the Channel?

‘The news that President Roosevelt has 
ordered the US. Navy Department to cancel 
the transfer of twenty motor torpedo boats 
to Great Britain will come as a painful surprise 
{0 those who believed from the reports originally. 
to hand that the whole transaction was on the 
verge of completion. But the Attorney General 
thas issued a ruling that the sale of the vessels 
to Britain would be a violation of a statute

+ @ valuable adjunet to the ‘forces which are 
hnecessary to patrol the British coast against the 
invasion which is expected in the near future. 
Nevertholess the ‘situation is not. thereby 
‘worsened, for after all it amounts {9 the frustra 
Hion of a hope rather than anything in the 
shape ofa deprivation, The British Navy has 
sulfered so comparatively little up to the pre 
sent that itis still more than, able to maintain 
‘the greatly extended blockade brought about by 
the surrender of France, though in a war of 
this sort every little docs undoubtedly help. Tt 
would seem riow that the only means whereby 
these vessels “could now ‘be made available 
‘would be by the passage of a special enactment 
by Congress specifically’ permitting such a 
thing to be done, Tt is unlikely that Congress 
would ‘be willing to consent to the passage 
‘of any such legislation, and, because “of the 
very apparent desire of the United States to 
build up a Navy sufficiently strong to meet the 
menace’ which” the “Administration. sully 
realizes, no real reason why they should do so. 
‘This new development is naturally a dis-| 
appointment, but not a particularly grievous one.| 





























The Navy’s Task 


With the whole of the French coast now in 
enemy hands, the task of the Royal Navy in 
keeping open’ Britain's lines of communications 
has’ beon made Infinitely more diffcult, and 
news ‘of the sinking of more liners like the 
Wellington Star, reported yesterday, mus 
fortunately be looked for. Unill the altitude of 
the French navy has been made elear, it will 
bbe impossible to compute how much extra 
strain the collapse of France will put on the 
British Meet. in’ the Mediterranean: but there 
‘can bo little doubt that even it the French feet 
refuses to submit to the humiliating terms dic 
tated by the ‘Totalitarlan Powers, the French 
bases and, airfields which have'been made 
available in the western Mediterranean will 
lve Tay striking points she otherwise, would 
never have possessed. From the Spanish frontier 
to the border between Norway and Finland, the 
European coastline is held by the Nazis. In 
that immense distance there are innumerable 
points from whieh the Nazis can launch. ate 
facks against British shipping by both oversea 
‘and undersea craft, The deep fjords of Norway 
‘offer good cover for even the largest of the 
Nazi warships, and from them they might be 
able to raid tho northern shipping routes to the 
British Isles, ‘Constant patrols by the British 
have so far beon able to prevent this, and it is 
folt in Informed circles that it will continue to be 
prevented, The ports of Holland can be used for 
ailacks by light craft, but the fact that 
the continental shores of the North Sea aro 
now in one Power's hands has eliminated Allied 
merchant’ shipping. from’ that area, nullifying 
the value of the ports from the point of view of 
‘4 possible blockade of Britain. But the loss of 
{the western French ports must inevitably in~ 
‘erouse the navy's responsibilities. ‘The convoy 
system has hitherto proved admirably. effec- 
tive in combatting submarine altacks. Convoy, 
howover, have been employed only in danger 
Areas, When merchant ships have passed. the 
zone ‘in which they might have been attacked. 
the escorting warships have boen released to 
turn their attention 0 other convoys. The dan 
fer zone has now beon greatly extended, arid 
iC is probable that many, more warships’ will 
bbe mecded for convoy work than was previous 
Jy the caso, ‘The strength of the navy is. sul 
ficient for the tasks imposed, but there can be 
itle doubt that it will be severely taxed.

HM. Consulate in

British Consulate Destroyed 
Chungking, June 25. 

A, $00-pound demolition bomb 
crashed through the Union Jacke 
‘painted on the root of the British 
Consulate-General, destroying the 
‘building in yesterday afternoon's air 
raid, ‘Staffs of the Beitish diplomatic 
mission and Consulate-General reside 
inthe building which also houses 
‘offices of the British Embassy, the 
‘Air Atache and Assistant Military 
‘Attache, 

‘The blast blew In doors and win- 
dows of the Consulate-General. A 
‘bomb demolished the Embassy motor 
eat, turning it upside down, “Another 
‘wrécked a house newly leased by the 
Aiplomatie mission” but not yet 
‘occupied. 

‘An incendiary bomb landed five 
yards from a window of the off 
where the British Ambassador, Sir 
Archibald Clark Kerr, worked during 
his recent stay in Chungking. The 
bomb did not explode, it made a 
crater shx feet in diameter. 

Members of the Consulate-Generat 
staff, ‘Messrs. Broadmend K. Bum- 
stead, Crofton and Warburton, were 
safe ina dug-out during the raid, in 
which §4 Japanese ‘planes parti- 
clpated, 

‘Mr. Broadmend said they rushed 
into the duy-out when they saw the 
Japanese bombers coming trom the 
Fouth ‘bank of the river, heading 
straight for the Embassy. ‘Though 
bombs landed near the dug-out the 
‘ecupants did not feel anyunusual 
discomfort as a "bamMe” just erceted 
at the entrance took away the force 
‘of the explosion.

Union Jacks Visible

Drought Broken by 
Heavy Rains 


Shanghal, June 27, 

The present unsettled’ weather | is 
expected to continue until the 
middle of July, it is reported by the 
Siecawel authorities. A few days ago 
it seemed as though this year would 
be as dy as 1939, but ‘the recent 
heavy rainfall of over three inches 
in two days has practically made up 
the total rainfall for the year to 
average, last Monday 1.18 inches of 
rain failing, and on ‘Tuesday 1.84 
inches, At the beginning of June the 
vainfail for 1940 was 14.60 inches, andl 
the average 14.07, but so little’ rain 
fell in the carly pakt of the month 
that by June 22 comparison showed 
that 1040 had had only: 15.51 inches, 
‘a8 opposed to the 20.61 figure for the 
average of the past 67 years, With 
the recent rain, however, this total 
will be brought up to 1058 inches, 
Which is only two inches below the 
average. 

‘Temperatures for the month have 
been corzespondingly peculiar, | the 
past few days being much cooler than 
Similar days last year. Before the 
rain started, temperatures were very 
hhigh, reaching a maximum of 1004 
degrees on June 19, as compared to 
183.8 degrees for the same day last year. 
‘Thore have also been large changes 
of temperature in a single day, “as 
much as 30 degrees being recorded 
recently.

‘A Chineie bus inspector of the 
Compagnie Francaise de Tramways 0 
Eclairage Electriques de Shanghai 
was mortally wouncled, and a Chinese 
woman and child were badly hurt, 
when a Chinese passenger assaulted 
the inspector at 2.1 pan. yesterday. 

Zeng Kouo-hwa, aged 30, employed.

Headmaster’s Report 

‘The Headmaster (Mr. P. W. Be 
nett) said-—"T should like to review 
briefly the work of the School dur- 
{ng the year which ends today. If you 
will turn {0 the list of honours and 
awards an your programmes, you 
will see that we have had a full 
measure of successes, To mention 
them in turn, we continue to pass 
pupils through the First Chinese Ex- 
famination of the British Chamber of 
Commerce. We have again entered 
]a large number of boys for the tests 
of the Royal Drawing Society, but 
the results have not yet arrived. "You 
may remember that last year we 
scored 100 per cent, of honours, a 
result that was reflected in th 
sequent prize list.

“As you know, one of our chief 
aims is for our ‘pupils to gain. the 
‘School Certificate of Cambridge Uni- 
versity. With sixteen passes out of 
2 possible seventeen, nine first grade 
certificates, and thirteen exemptions. 
from London University Matrieula- 
ton, this year's resulls are far and 
away the best in our short history. 
‘When I recall that they were achieved 
despite two masters having recently 
been on leave and Mr. Pyle having 
to shoulder my own work during the 
autumn terms, you will perhaps al- 
low me to deseribe them as Brilliant. 
The exemptions from London Matei 
culation have more than a conven- 
tional value. It is now possible to 

‘London BSc. degree in 
Engineering at the Lester Institute, 
Tam happy to report that some of 
our matriculants have been accepted 
for the engineering course there,

If any one considers this” is an. 
excessive burden on shareholders it 
should again be reiterated that. 
there would always be available for 
Aistribution 10 per cent, on the sub~ 
scribed capital (or the pre-war 
profits if they were greater than 10 
per cent.) and in addition 40 per 
eent, of the excess profits, Can 
anyone expect more on his capital 
in war time? Ought anyone to ex. 
pect as much? 

Furthermore, in order to com= 
pensate for the depreciation in 
value of the Chinese Dollar and 
place Companies with their capital 
In Chinese dollars on a fair basis 
with Companies whose eapital is in 
Sterling, T suggest that the figures 
all be converted into Sterling at the 
average rate of exchange for the: 
year. I know that this would con 
Siderably reduce the amount of| 
excess profits contribution that would 
be made to the War Fund, but it is 
better to start in a. small’ way and 
be fair and equitable than to pro- 
pose anything that would be drastic 
and harsh,

the Chinese Government by wealthy 
Chinese who still own them, Some 
of those properties belong at ‘present

Sim—The article which appeared in 
today’s Issue of the N.C.D.N. con- 
cerning the funetioning of the local 
Chinese Courts under the heading 
“Rendition of Courts, Here” is so 
misleading ‘that I believe your 
readers should be acquainted with the 
real facts. 

‘The allegation that “the Court is 
functioning very well today” is too 
funny for" words. “Tt may be fune- 
tioning very: well as far as the Police 
advoeate is concerned and there is 
nothing sufprising, for reasons well 
Kenown to the public, that he should 
ike the present state of affairs to 
continue, 

‘The truth is that the Court is fune~ 
tioning in such a miserable manner 
‘that even the correspondence columns 
of the N.CD.N. have many times 
Published ‘complaints of the public~ 
‘At-large because justice is denied 20 
often that in fact there Is no justice 
whatsoever, 

Everybody knows in Shanghai that 
the foreclosure of a mortgage, for 
instance, is impossible, and thai, for 
‘that reason, nobody and no bank, for 
many years, loans money on what 
used to be the safest of all gua- 
rantees, real estate, If. the borrower 
is subject to the local Chinese Court. 
Everybody in Shanghai is also. ac- 
quainted with the fact that the 
Chinese Courts behave in a most un- 
Jawfal and absurd manner regarding 
Chinese tenants who cannot be ex: 
pelled from the premises they oceupy 
whether they pay their rent or not 

In any ease where the defendant is 
a wealthy or influential man, it is @ 
‘waste of time and money to bring an 
action against him before the Chinese 
Court, 

Tt is for the above reasons that, 
driven to exasperation by the nega- 
tive attitude of the Chinese Coutts, 
some landtords or their agents have 
resorted to means of violence towards 
their tenants, a procedure, which of 
course, is most regrettable, but finds 
its explanation in the above-mention- 
ed. conditions, 

For instance: foreigner sold re- 
cently a house located in Rue Lafa- 
yelte to another foreigner. ‘The house 
in “quéstion was oteupied by a 
Chinese, whose rent, $26 for a house 
‘of five rooms, bathroom, kitchen, ser~ 
vants' quartors, ete, was ridiculously 
Tow and who even’ did not pay his 
rent for nearly a year. When the 
property was tvansférred, the Chinese 
Tenant, although he was given several 
months notice, refused to vacate the 
premises, refused to let the owner 
enter Into his own house and refused 
to pay the rent. 

‘The case was brought before the 
2nd ‘District Court and the Judge 
without giving any decision concern- 
Ing the unpaid rent gave six months 
to the tenant to vacate the house in 
question. 

"The" owner appealed to the High 
Court which promptly annulled the 
first judgement, ordered that the 
tenant could remain indefinitely and 
did not make any order regarding the 
payment of nearly twelve months 
rent, although requested to do so! It 
may’ be added that the Chinese de- 
fendant isa relative of a Chungking 
omeial. 

In the meantime the buyer of the 
property: has invested $30,000 in the 
pioperty for nothing; Te has also 
Spent nearly $1,000 dollars in Court 
foes for nothing : he does not collect 
any rent and nobody wants to pur 
chose his property, which om account 
ff the Chinese Court, is for the time 
being valueless, 

Tt that is the kind of justice tha 
satisfies “an oMelal of ihe S.Mt. 
Ptake my hat off to him! 

[tis totally untrue to state that, 
as your contributor alleges, “judges 
‘cannot be held to account because 
ofthe Law."

Perils of Overloading

Sin—The rickshaw coolie receives| 
Ja good deal of public sympathy and| 
Jattention which is probably due to 
‘the fact that the public come more| 
closely in. contact with him. The| 
Jcoolies hauling man-powered freight 
vehicles have a task Which few would, 
envy. A report on the Highways 
Division of the Public Works Depart- 
‘ment referred to the handeart, pulled| 
by a number of straining  ‘coolies, 
‘which may be seen at any time on, 
the roads of Shanghai, which damages, 
the road surface. 

‘A. good spot to view the handeart 
trate is Chapco Road bridge, There 
the coclies mv be seen reaching the 

of the bridge almost exhausted 

Fa terrific strain in hauling thelr 

heavily laden carts up tac Incline. 
"There is no tine to rest at the top of 

ie bridge as it would obstruct 
rae. They must immediately reverse 
the towing ropes and provide the. 
braking power in an effort (0 con- 
trol the load going down the bridge. 
the success of the operation so far 
Jas safety is concerned Is to a con- 
siderable extent dependent upon the 
yells of the coolies to warn others to 
‘lear the way. This time the hand- 
cart does the hauling and the coolies| 
have no option but to follow, some- 
times the man in the shafts’ making| 
ja quick turn of the cart at the foot, 
lor the bridge to regain control. 

Considerable responsibility is placed 
fupon the shoulders of the coolies 
should an accident oceur. “A report 
appeared in a contemporary on Octo- 
oer 12 last concerning an accident on 
JOctober 4 in which a cart loaded with 
scrap iron weighing some 2,000 pounds| 
skidded on the road as it came slid- 
Jing down a bridge from the south 
side of the creek and hit a ehild who| 
jwas standing on the curb and the| 
child died some hours later. ‘The re- 
port states that “Police findings re- 
[vealed that the coolies had failed to| 
pull the cart when it gathered mo- 
Mentum on the downward — slope. 
[Neither of the coolies would take the| 
blame during the trial, contending| 
that it was beyond their power to 
prevent the overloaded cart from| 
skidding.” 


‘The men were found guilty of neg- 





























ligence and each given a year's im- 
Jprisonment. It would go down in the| 
records as “a. convietion being] 


secured,” but it is hardly a triumph.| 
There is no mention of the men 
having been defended by counsel. 
The men, Tsai Wel-ting and Pan Van- 
jseng, are presumably. still in gaol 
[What good purpose is’ being achieved 
‘by: their continued detention is not| 
very clear. If they were sent home| 
to begin earning again for their de- 
Jpendents the cost of keeping them in

‘Mysterious Death 
shanghal, June 2 

‘The French Concession’ police ‘and 
judges of the Second Special District 
Court are investigating the mystery 
surrounding the sudden death more 
than a week ago of Miss Li Yu-ying, 
Bi-yoar old head nurse of a Chinese 
clinic at 696 “Rue Bourgeat. Her 
coffin was opened and her body 
‘examined on June 24 by the procura- 
tor, and the body is still in the hands 
of the judicial authorities to facilitate 
further investigations, 

‘Lu Cheng-ching, 39-year old son of 
the president of 'the clinic, who is 
Jeonnected with the institution in an 
Jexecutive capacity, and Dr. Lin 
Tseng-liang of the’ same clinic are 
being held by the police for question- 
ing, “An autopsy may be held, 

The question centres “around the 
‘cause of her sudden death, which oc- 
curred in her room in the clinic on 
the day after the Dragon Boat Festival 
when she has paid a visit to her 
parents, She showed no sign of illness 
‘during her visit to her parents and 
‘no marks of violence were found in 
her body the next day. It was alleged, 
however, that the police were not 
informed of her death and therefore 
her death certificate, made out by 
authorities of the clinic itself, testify- 
ing that death was caused by 
aploplexy, Jeft much room for doubt. 

‘Suspicion deepened recently when 
anonymous letters reached the 
French police asking for a close ine 
vestigation of her death, Such a let- 
ter was also received by the Fukien 
Residents Association, as Miss Li 
family came from Fukien, The late 
‘Miss Li had been connected with the 
clinic for six years, sleeping in the 
clinic's “dormitory "instead of | her 
parents’ house. She leaves behind 
savings amounting to about $7,000, 
some gold ornaments, and clothing.

AMERICA RE-ARMING 
By Satrtnsontay 


Some of the conclusions to which the re- 
sponsible officials-of the United States had 
been led by events in Europe were placed 
before Congress by the President in a mes- 
sage on May 16 requesting over a milliard 
of dollars in additional funds for defensive 
purposes. “The clear fact is that the Ameri~ 
can people must recast their thinking about 
national protection,” the President said. He 
pointed out that motorized armies could now 
sweep through countries at the rate of 200 
miles a day. Parachute troops could be 
landed from’ aeroplanes behind the outer 
defences, People supposed to be peaceful 
visitors or tourists turned out actually to be 
part of an enemy unit of occupation. Sur~ 
prise which had always been dn effective 
technique in warfare had become all the 
more dangerous because of the amazing 
speech with which mechanized armies could 
veach thelr objectives. ‘The whole picture, 
as far as the United States was concerned, 
was summed up by the President in one 
significant sentence, “so-called impregnable 
fortifications no longer exist.” From. this 
faet arose the necessity of being able_“to 
allack an aggressor on his route before he 
‘ean establish strong bases within the territory 
of American vital interests.” 

‘The policy of sitting and waiting for the 
attack to come at whatever spot the enemy 
might choose is one to which American de~ 
fence experts, contrary to the views of some 
of their French and British colleagues, have 
never subscribed, ‘They still hold fast to the 
‘old adage, “attack is the best defence.” As 
the President said in his defence message, “A 
defence which allows an enemy to consolidate 
his approach without hindrance will lose. A. 
defence which makes no effective effor 
destroy the lines of supplies and communica 
tions of the enemy will lose.” 

In addition to the defence of the contin 
ental United. States the President reminded 
Congress that the joint defence of the West- 
ern Hemisphere must also be considered. The 
popular and over-simplified view of the Mon~ 
roe Doctrine, that the United States is ob- 
ligated to protect all Latin American coun- 
tries from attack, was not in question. But, 
fs the President pointed out, the original 
‘aim of President Monroe in keeping all hostile 
forces out of the Western Hemisphere be~ 
_eauise they threatened the security of the 
United States itself had become more essen~ 
tial than ever before. Air navigation had 
increase the speed of possible altack to more 
than 200 miles an hour, while at the time 
when the Monroe Doctrine was promulgated 
Aeets under sail moved at an average speed of 
five miles an hour. If some of the outer 
bases of the Western Hemisphere were cap~ 
tured, the United States would be within 
easy bombing distance. From Alaska, with 
its white population of only 30,000 people, 
bombing planes could reach Seattle, Tacoma 
‘and Portland within four or five hours. From 
Greenland planes could reach the New Eng- 
Tand coast in six hours. 

‘The most easterly points of Brazil could 
be reached in seven hours from the Cape 
Verde Islands off the coast of Afriea and once 
an enemy force was established there Cuba 
‘and the Canal Zone were within easy strik= 
ing distance, Cuba, moreover, was but 2% 
hours from ‘Tampico (Mexico)’and Tampico, 
the same number of hours from the heart of 
the Middle West. ‘The isolationists of St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Omaha might be as. 
determnined as they please never to go to war, 
but even they would find a high explosive 
bomb a difficult object to deflect by neutrality. 
resolutions. 

‘Thus the growth of air power has made it 
essential for the United States, whether it 
wishes to or not, to see that no hostile force 
kains a foothold’ anywhere on the American 
continent. The Latin American countries: 
are thinly populated and”many of them are 
no more capable of defending themselves 
from attack than Denmark, Norway and the 
Balti States. Said President Roosevelt, 
“more than ever this protection calls for 
ready-at-hand weapons capable of great 
mobility because of the potential speed of 
modern atiacks.” President Roosevelt, in 
other words, was warning the country ‘that 
they must have at hand an army eapable of 
despatching an expeditionary force at a 
moment's notice should there be a threat to: 
the independence of any Western Hemisphere 
state. 























‘This speech of the President's requesting 
staggering new expenditures on armaments 
and a far greater preparedness to meet any 
attack (aeroplane production should be step- 
ped up to 50,000 planes a year, for example) 
fitted like a headstone into a’ series of Ad- 
ministration pronouncements made as a re- 
sult of Germany's invasion of the Low Cour 
tries. The very day the invasion took place 
the President met the press and cautiously, 
ag though still a little uncertain of what the 
untry’s reaction would be, endorsed the 
laming protest” of the Queen of the Nether- 
lands in his personal capacity and not as the 
head of the Administration.

It was the “most unnew- 
tral” speech which the President had made, 
but yet it roused very little opposition. 

Nobody now could claim that all that was: 
happening in Europe now was “an age-long 
border dispute” or “a clash of sival im~ 
perialisms.” It was clear that the world was) 
faced, ‘is the President said with a threat of 
“universal empire.” ‘The United States could 
hardly be sald to be safe from physical at-| 
tack, Still less was she safe from the re- 
volutionary impact of the Nazi philosophy, 
for it was clear that Hitler not only headed | 
a millitary machine, but a revolutionary! 
movement as well. Even that staunch isola~ 
tionist, Senator Vandenberg, declared Hitler’ 
to be the Anti-Christ. 

‘The cause for which the Allies are fighting 
is that of the United States. ‘The men who] 
guide America’s destiny know well that if 
the Allies are defeated, the United States 
‘would stand alone facing the hostility of the 
great dictator powers whom she has not 
hesitated to denounce in the most. violent 
terms when the danger that they could ever 
break through the Anglo-French barriers and 
reach the United States seemed remote. She 
would be faced with the responsibilit 
only of defending the United States, 
defending the Western Hemisphere as well, 
‘and the weapons which she has at hand are,| 
in the view of many military commentator, 
inadequate even for the task of defending the| 
United States. The United States, it is true, 
is a country of unlimited resources, but those 
resources might just as well not be there if 
they cannot be used. The new speed in 
modern warfare means that a country is only 
‘as strong as its-actual armed forces. The] 
Nghtning-like tacties of mechanized warfare 
Ieave no time for potential strength to be 
developed. 








Al the very moment when clear-sightedness 
and honest thought are most essential the 
country moves towards a general election. In 
the heat of political controversy there is al- 
ways a danger of issues being distorted and! 
motives misrepresented. At a time when 
national unity is more essential than it has 
ever been since the days of the founding 
fathers the country may find itself divided 
by fractious controversy. There are many 
who, in the light of this background, 
that’ all parties could be united in some na- 
tional bi-partisan administration. But the 
chances of this happening are remote. One 
thing, however, which emerges clearly from 
the political situation is that President Roose 
velt will be re-nominated by the Democratic 
Convention unless he refuses to run at the 
eleventh hour. 

In times of stress it is a human trait to 
turn for comfort to the familiar. President 
Roosevelt is an established symbol. He oc- 
cupies a solid position which any successor’ 
would take time to build up. He inspires]

British Raid on French Coast 


Heavy Casualties Said Inflicted on German 
Troop Concentrations in Lightning Attack

Flower beds are often made to 
border a central lawn with no paths! 
at all. ‘Then there arc gardens whers| 
the paths are merely trodden soll be-| 
tween the “beds, the paths  being| 
changed each year to fit the plantings. 
But ‘experienced gardeners prefer} 
carefully constructed permanent paths. 
There are almost as many lypes of 
paths as of gardens.

closely together on a foundation of| 
finders, ashes or cement and so fitted| 
that the edges are straight, or lata 
in artistic irregularity "with "small, 
lowgrowing plants between them, 
such as violets, sedums, phlox sub- 
Tata, ete. .
